In Selecting the members of 
the House the electors are also 
deciding the fate of the Ruther- 
ford Government. While in some 
constituencies so called ‘“Inde- 
pendent’ candidates appeared 
these have developed into out 
and out opponents of the Go- 
vernment and their election is 
counted on to overthrow the 
Administration | 

But the deeper and more 1m- 
portant matter being decided by 
the electors is: the policy by 
which the Provincial course 
shall be shaped during the next 
four years. The Government 
stands for the inauguration of 
a policy eliciting the harmonous 
co-operation of the people of the 
Province regardless of race or 
creed in working for the devel- 
opment and advancement of 
the Province; the opposition 
for a policy racial dissension 
and expensive litigation regard- 
less of legitimats matters of 
Provincial concern. 

The reports from all parts of 
the Province presage an over- 
whelming victory for the Gov- 
ernment. In no constituency 
in the Province has the Gov- 
ernment candidate not a splen- 
did fighting chance while the 
constituencies considered ‘‘safe” 
assure a very substantial major- 
ity for the Administration. 

The Capital shouid lead the 
way. Edmonton has everything 
to gain by returning the Attor- 
ney General by an enormous 
majority; and everything to lose 
by allowing the majority to be 
small enovgh to be construed 
as a sign of dissatisfaction with 
the Government. The Province 
will speak for Edmonton as the 
Capital. Edmonton should

The 
spring wheat is of a very high quai- 
ity, grading number one; in other 
words it is the best wheat produced 
an- vbere. Yield ranges from 18 to 
35 -ushels of winter wheat and from 
22 to 55 bushels of spring.

The ptice this 
year delivered at the clevator ranged 
from sixty to seventy cents. Win- 
ter wheat has been grown all over 
the spring wheat and the 
average or undoubiedly be 
creased.

The rainfali 
ranges from eighteen to twenty-six 
inches, coming at a time when need- 


ed by the crop, and is ample. The 
climate In almost perfect. In north- 
ern Canada during the summer time 
the days are exceedingly long and 
the sun warm. At Edmonton and

June, When the days are longest, it 
is iight uptil almost eleven o'clock 
and daylight begins shortly after one;

{From the Commerciat] 

Trade in Manitoba wheat in fhe 
Winnipeg Market has shown a good 
demand mesi ef the time. Prices 
seem to be influenced more by the 
fluctuations in the American market 
than by anything else, although the 
large bulk of wheat must go for ex- 
vort. The lake freight situation is 
seriously against prices. Owing to 
delay in unloading at the other side 
vessels lose at least one trip out of 
three they could make, and freight 
rates are higher in consequence, the 
rate now being 5c per bushel as com- 
pared with 2c at the beginning of 
October. The increase in freight 
rates decreases the price of wheat 
at this end. Today’s prices are: No. 
1 hard, 81¢; No. 1 northern, 77 3-4c; 
No. 2 northern, 75 1-2c; No. 3 nor- 
thern, 73 1-2c; spot or delivery first 
half November. Futures on the op- 
tion market closed, Nov., 77 5-8¢; Dec.
